It requires work and sacrifice; many hours must be spent solicit- 
g new members; time must be put in to explain the ideals and 
rposes of the Order. However, all this must be done if each Grand 
er really desires to make a contribution toward the realization 
he ideal, “to enroll in the Order all persons of Italian birth or 
ent.” :

Regional 
Chairmen 


Members throughout the 
United States and Canada 
soon will be asked to make 
an all-out effort to raise 
$400,000 for the construction 
of the Order’s National Home 
in Washington, D. C. 

The national drive for 
will be launched March 1, accord- 
ing to John A. Volpe of Winches- 
ter, Mass., national home com- 
mittee chairman. 

Volpe, who made the announce- 
ment in a letter mailed to all 
Grand Venerables, said further 
that he will appoint four regional 
chairmen to coordinate the drive 
throughout the country. 

Announcement of these regional 
chairmen will be made in the Feb- 
ruary edition of OSIA NEWS. 

Volpe’s letter to each of the 
Order’s 21 Grand Venerables out- 
lined the general procedure of the 
drive, requested the appointment 
of state and local lodge chairmen 
and asked that a special gifts 
committee be organized on a state 
level. 

The National Chairman’s letter 
follows: 

“As a result. of action taken 
by the Supreme Council at its last 
meeting in Washington, the Na- 
tional Home Committee is prepar- 
ing plans for inaugurating a Na- 
tional Campaign to raise funds 
for this worthwhile project. 

“The nation is being divided 
into four regions with a regional 
cx.arman headng up the drive in 
each region. These chairmen will 
coordinate our efforts and do ev- 
erything possible to be of assist- 
ance to the various Grand Lodges 
in their region. 

“Bach Grand Lodge may desire 
to conduct its campaign a little 
differently, and we shall not try 
to lay down fixed rules which 
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Gorrasi at right.

First In Order’s History 
Supreme Chaplain Named 


Supreme Venerable Joseph Gorrasi has announced 
the appointment of the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Guido L. Pallotta 
of Revere, Mass., as Supreme Chaplain for the Order Sons 


of Italy in America. 

Monsignor Pallotta’s appoint- 
ment to the new office, created 
by special decree at the Supreme 
Council sessions held in .Wash- 
ington, D. C., last September, was 
approved by His Eminence Rich- 
ard Cardinal Cushing, archbishop 
of Boston. 

Supreme Chaplain Pallotta is 
not a new figure to members of 
the Massachusetts Order, He has 
served as Grand Chaplain since 
1947, 

The new Supreme Chaplain is 
pastor of St. Anthony’s Church in 
Revere. 

Prior to the appointment, Su- 
preme Venerable Gorrasi wrote the 
following letter to Cardinal Cush- 
ing:

“Since 1947, with your kind ap- 
proval the office of Grand Chap- 
lain for the Grand Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts has been held by Rt. 
Reverend Guido L. Pallotta who 
has faithfully rendered signifi- 
cant spiritual service to the mem- 
bers of the Order in the State, 
a service for which they are 
everlastingly grateful. 

“As Supreme Venerable of the 
Order, I have been entrusted with 
the prerogative of choosing one

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U.S. Bigks Publicizes Order’s National Home 


The Order’s proposed new na- 
tional home in Washington, D. C., 
has received widespread publicity 
throughout the United States as 
the result of efforts of members 
in key states. :

Within a few days after mailing 
this material, the Public Relations 
chairman received the first reac- 
tion to the national home publicity 
project. 

Supreme Trustee Anthony E. 
Candela of Ashtabula, Ohio mailed 
a copy of the Star-Beacon dated 
October 21. The newspaper had 
published the architect’s drawing 
of the home and the accompany- 
ing press release. 

In New York, Grand Venerable 
Carmine A. Ventiera made copies 


of the photograph and press re- 


lease and mailed a copy of each 
to all venerables in the state. 
Grand Venerable Ventiera, in his 


letter to Brother ‘Marcello, said 
that lodges were instructed to 
place the material on their bulletin 
boards and also to have it inserted 
in their respective local news- 
papers. 

From Connecticut, Brother Mar- 
cello received a news clipping 
which carried a picture of the 
home and a news story. It was sent 
by Grand Venerable Domenico 
Cocco and had appeared in the 
Bridgeport Post. 

Among the state publications 
within the Order that used the 
news release and photograph thus
